Resolved, That we authorize an appeal in tha 


name of foreign mission boards of the Urn ted 
states to the government at Washington to 
exert it.s ia£aence in all legitimate ways to 
unag the musaores to a speedy end and to 
guard the missionary interests.

THE FACTORY WHEELS. 


How the Work IB I'rOKressln;; In Various 


Mill*. 


President AVhitter of the SVhittier Cot- 


ton Mills reports that tiie new mill fin- 
ished near Atlanta, Ga., is about to start 
the manufacture of cotton. The spinning 
machinery will be started in a week or 
two making yarns. 


Looms are being put in the mill here, 


and are being operated on a patented 
specialty, and it is expected that the new 
dye works nud bleachery will be in oper- 
ation within two months. It is intended 
to bring tlie southern-spun yarns here and 
finish it by dyeing, bleaching, .washing, 
etc., for the various purposes for which it 
is in demand. 


The plant of the Lowell Manufacturing 


coiapauy is fairly well employed. What- 
ever slackness there is is most apparent in 
the spinning departments and in the in- 
grain manufacture. A good many yarns 
of "Wiltons, Brussels and Axuiiusters are 
being produced on order clailv.

sole judge as to whether the Monroe doc- 
trine has been violated in such arbitration 
or agreement. 


In fact, it means that arbitration or 


agreement between foreign governments 
and governments on tho American conti- 
nent as to boundary disputes cannot be- 
come binding or effective /unless sanc- 
tioned by tho United States, and that this 
government is satisfied that no part of the 
American continent has been ceded to a 
foreign power by such arbitration or agree 
ment. This practically makes the United 
States the arbitrator between foreign gov- 
ernments and those of the American con- 
tinent in all boundary disputes. 


This portion of the resolution is con- 


sidered most important and far-reaching 
in Its effects. It causes misapprehension 
among some members of the committee, 
and it is claimed that it may lead to many 
entanglements. On the other hand, tho 
supporters of the resolution say that it 
leaves everything in the hands of tho 
United States where the final decision 
should be, and that the United States will 
interfere only when the Monroe doctrine 
has been violated.

A FACTORY TALK 


By Mr. Hemingway Before 


Evening High School. 


THE 
HISTORY 
OF 
LOAVELL 


CORPORATIONS REVIEWED. 


Social Condition of the Operatives 


__ 
Described. 
._. 


Mr. B. F. Hemingway delivered an • ad- 


tlress before the evening high school 
pupils, last night, on the social condition 
of cotton operatives and the beginnings of 
Lowell. 


He traced it intelligently from the.days 


of the beginning of manufacturing in mills, 
showing the influences that have made 
the conditions in Lowell and other mill 
towns what they are today, AD abstract 
of the paper follows: 


Xathan Appletou and Francis Lowell 


were in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, in the 


spring of 1811, in conference in regard to 
the establishment of cotton mills in Amer- 
ica. 


Mr. Lowell continued in the country 


two years, visiting the cotton districts, in- 
specting the machinery and mills, talking 
"with 
imiuufactimirs, 
operatives, 
mer- 


chants, etc. He brought home not only 
pluns 
for 
mill 
machinery 
but a 


knowledge of conditions under which op- 
eratives must work to ensure success. 
England was at that time in the throes of 
n parliamentary struggle for the improve- 
ment of conditions in factories and factory 
towns. It was shown that during the 
quarter of a century preceding the visit of 
Lowell and Appleton the entire kingdom 
had undergone complete industrial revo- 
lution. It was bugun by the invention of 
the spinning frame and other machines 
that had to do with spinning processes. 
Spinning machinery, superseded spinning 
by hand, which was carried on ill cot- 
tages, where seven or eight persons were 
required to furnish cotton for one hand- 
loom weaver. 


Under the laws of the kingdom, strictly 


regulated, apprentices worked in the cot- 
tages, and for 400 years or. more, in one 
form and another, the industry had been 
handed 
down. 
Spinning 
machinery 


changed this so far as the hand spinning 
was concerned, immediately upon the per- 
fection of the machinery. Yarn was still 
for many years supplied the hand loom 
•weavers, and the supply being abundant, 
the. industry of weaving and spinning- re- 
ceived a great impetus. Along with it, 
however, came great abuses. 
Factory 


owners were obliged to go to the streamy 
for • power, 
and 
generally 
fouud 


water powers away from large settle- 
ments. Juvenile labor was necessary,but 
factory owners could not apprentice four 
or five; hundred children. -. Resort. ..was 
then znadelto the poor-houses, by this time 
well fille'd by reason of the invasion of-the 
cottage system by the competition of ma- 
chinery. The paupers, became absolute 
slaves. 


They were worked in double shifts, and 


the beds they occupied never were cold. 
The "wretched quarters in the sheds were 
occupied by one shift .as soon' as vacated 
by another. Disease was bred, and the 
safety of communities was threatened. • 


For the relief of this condition of things 


England's first factory bill,passed in 1802, 
was got through largely by Sir Eobert 
Peel, and the influence of.the Manchester 
board of health and certain philanthropic 
societies. 
The 
bill 
was 
idiotic, 


however. 
A 
more 
potent 
factor 


was the perfection by Watts of the stearn 
engine. By the employment of steam the 
factories could be operated in the large 
towns, and thus were . the pauper slaves 
relieved. But it was only to enlarge the 
field of human misery. The spoliation of 
the poor by capitalism "was unrestricted, 
and the degenerating influences outwork- 
ed themselves in a descending scale as to 
human "welfare, until the country at large 
was obliged to take up the matter -with 
energy and cause a reform. The inven- 
tion of the power loom and its application, 
completely 
obliterating 
the 
cottage 


system, with its social disadvantages ' oi 
segregation in small groups and little 
villages, completed the ruin .attendant 
upon tftis transitional stage of the cotton 
industry in England. 


Francis Lowell was a witness of its 


evils and of the measures of reform. 
Along with the studies of machinery and 
mill administration, he saw the need of 
preventive measures in connection with 
the operatives. He had for object lessons 
the efforts of certain. 


Philanthropic Mill ^tanaeers 


in that country to stem the downward 
tendency, studied 
their mill arrange- 


ments, the schools established and moral 
safeguards. Both he arid Appleton saw 
the underlying truth of an intelligent, 
well nourished, virtuous body of opera- 
tives. They applied the principles of 
what they had seen in Waltham and Low- 
ell. 
They had in Lowell-especially to 


taeet the prejudices of a rural population, 
a fear well founded upon their knowledge 
of the conditions in the old country, aad 
they solved the problem here substantially 
as it was solved there. 


The Lowell boarding houses, -with their 


matrons, the church and the strict regula- 
tions bearing upon all the operatives, 
male and female, was the answer of these 
pioneers of cotton manufacturing in the 
new country to the'problems presented, in 
the old. These measures were the- indis- 
pensable-prerequisite of their success, 
while they also set the pitch for the so- 
cial character of this community for. aji 
time. 
The conditions 
bave changed 


somewhat, but Lowell bears today in all 
its chief characteristics as a manufactur- 
ing community the stamp of the wisdom 
of these men, and it h'os been an influ- 
ence favorably influencing the labor legis- 
lation of this commonwealth and t'o some 
extent that of the whole nation.

Interesting- Letter by O'Neill T-arkin on 


the Subject— Reforms Demanded to Pro- 
tect Immigrants. . 


P. O'Neill Larkin' writes an -interesting 


letter to the Sunday Register of Lawrence 
concerning the insults to which lone wo- 
men are subjected on board the trans- 
Atlantic steamers. 
Describing his trip 


from Queenstown he says': 


Now for my experience. The first day 


out from Queenstown I had the pleasure 
of meeting two Boston girls who knew me, 
and who were returning after spending a 
well earned vacation of some months in 
Ireland. From them I learned that we 
had two "or three Boston girls aboard, so 
that I was fortunate, inasmuch as' they all 
stand ready to testify to the scandalous 
behavior of some members of . the crew, 
which they witnessed. 


When two or three days out 'on our 


way, and most of the women had recov- 
ered from sea-sickness, the main deck o[ 
course, in the cool fresh air, was the place 
of resort up to 9 o'clock at night.

evening some members of the crew visited 
us, making themselves quite at home, nnd 
pressing their attentions especially • upon 
the yotmg women unescorted by male 
companions. Poor Mary, Bridget, Kate 
or Anne, who had probably never seen a

"Jack" grew bolder and more brazen in 
his attentions as time progressed, until we 
had scenes nightly which I am obliged to 
characterize as scandalous. For obvious' 
reasons I refrain from going into particu- 
lars hare,hut will do so in the proper place 
if necessary. Another thin'g I may say. 1. 
have the names and addresses of a num- 
ber of our passengers, women and men, 
residents in Boston and vicinity, who are 
ready to corroborate my statements. 


Mrs. Laura Ormiston Chant was one of 


the passengers. This ' is the excellent 
woman who has accomplished so much 
for decency in the matter of music halls 
in London and in other directions. 
But 


here on the deck of the Cephalqnia, sep- 
arated from her by only a very thin par- 
tition, was a state of things as bad as I 
have witnessed in any London music hall, 
and I have visited not a few. . I say ad- 
visedly I would as soon see my own sons 
and daughters visit London music halls 
as to see them for the same length of time 
as steerage passengers on the deck of the 
Cephalonia, or average British- steamer, 
on pleasant • evenings', owing to the in- 
trusion of the scamps among the.crew. 


This thing must be stopped. 
It-does 


not occur on the French steamers because 
the members of their crews are obliged to 
confine themselves to their quarters when 
not on duty. Hence there is no mingling 
ot the crew with the passengers. 
Such a 


rule must lie established on British ships. 
The United States law already protects 
steerage passengers in their sleeping com- 
partments from intrusion by the crew. 
Section 7 of the passenger act-.of 18S2 pro- 
vides, "that neither the officers, seamen, 
nor other persons employed; on any such 
steamship or other vessel shall visit or fre- 
quent any part of the vessel provided or 
assigned to the use of such passengers, ex- 
cept by direction or permission of the 
master of such vessel, first made or given 
for such purpose." And it is further pro- 
vided that for any violation of this law a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
aad imprisonment not exceeding twenty 
days for each violation may be imposed.

shortly before a quarter to" live olclock 
yesterday afternoon he . 'heard, a 'hissing 
noise like escaping steam from the boiler. 
This wtts-followed by a slight report; the 
iron doors'of the boiler .were blown open 
and some of the red hot coals were thrown 
into the face of the engineer's 
assistant 


Joseph Richards, who .was slightly burned 
about the face and neck.. It seemed at 
first that the boilers'were settling and Mr. 
Leonard who was making.preparations to 
go .home and was clad only in his under- 
clothing'rushed,out to the elevator and 
told Mr. Thurston to "clear the building."

that all danger was over, an examination 
was made t'o learn, the cause of the trouble.

Irt«All Boundary Disputes on This 


Continent. 


Jan. 18.—Tho resolution 


drawn by Senator Davis, taud adopted by 
.he somite committee on foreign relations 
resterilay, will prove to be a clear and 
strong enunciation of tho Monroe doc 
trine when its text is imulo public. It is o 
jnoro forceful declaration tlmo any that 
ins been introduced in congress on this 
subject, and its terms are so explicit that 
they cannot be misunderstood. 


The maintenance of the Monroe doc- 


trine, asset forth in the resolution, is held 
to be vital to the welfare of tins country 
and tho countries of tho American conti- 
nent. The doctrine, it is asserted, is now 
in force,-aud has bjen in force ever since 
it was established by President Monroe. 
The resolution declares it to mean that 
the acquisition by purchase, aggression or 
otherwise o£ any territory on che Ameri- 
can continent is an unfriendly act, and 
su h acquisition will not be permitted by 
the United State?.

On the other hand, tho 
supporters of the resolution say. that it 
leaves everything in the hands of the 
United States whe.re the final decision 
should be, and that the United States will 
interfere only when the Monroe doctrine 
has been violated. 


Ix>ok Like a Menace. 


Representative Livingston of the for- 


eign affairs committee, who is keeping a 
close watch of all developments in the 
Venezuela complication, says he has no 
doubt of the truthfulness of the report 
that the British flying squadron were 
hurrying toward Bermuda and would go 
from there to Venezuela.

Mr. Bart- 
lett (Dem., N. Y.) raised points of order 
against all new legislation proposed in tho 
way of amendments, such as that looking 
to make a pension a "vested right," etc., 
and Mr. Dingley (Me.), who was In tho 
chair, sustained them. In this way The 
clause in the bill changing existing law 
so as to allow widows to obtain pensions 
under the act of 1890, whose net Incomes 
did not exceed $500 per annum, was stricken 
.out. Mr. Bartlett, however, did not raise 
the point against the provisions making 
pensions under the act of 1890 rejected, 
suspended or dismissed and afterward al- 
lowed to date from their first application. 


It was announced in the debate that 


bills covering the amendments ruled out 
yesterday would be reported from the in- 
valid pensions committee. The pension 
bill as passed carried $141,325,820, about 
150,000 less than the estimate. The bill 
was passed 60 days ahead of any previous 
pension appropriation bill.

The opening of fine and 
fancy woolens have brought no.change in 
prices, aud revisions caused .by recent 
openings of worsteds have been generally 
toward lower prices.

and 81 in Canada, agaiust 60 last year.
